G.S.R. 183.—In exercise of powers vested with it, 
under the provisions of Clause (1) of the Statute 26 
of the Statutes of the University read with the Sec¬ 
tion 26(l)(b) of the University Act, the Board of 
Management of the University at its 52nd meeting 
held on 27-9-1997 had approved the amendment to 
Clause 7 of the Ordinance on conduct of examination 
and evaluation of students performance. 

Clause 7 of the said Ordinance after amendment 
will read as follows : 

7. Moderation Boards 

(A) Moderation Board for Moderating Question 

Papers. 

(1) There shall be a Moderation Board for mode¬ 
rating the question papers constituted as under for 
one or more courses for a period of three years : 

(a) Director of School concerned Chairman 

Ex-officio 

(b) Professor of the Discipline 
concerned, and if there is no 
Professor, the senior most 
teacher in the discipline 

concerned. —Member 

(c) Three experts in the dis- , 
ciplinefspecialisation nomi¬ 
nated by the Vice- 
Chancellor of whom two 
shall be external and one, 

internal. —Members 

(21 Functions of the Moderation Board shall be: 

(a) To ensure that question paper is strictly in 
accordance with the course contents and the 
instructions, if any. 

(b) To remove ambiguity in the language of 
questions, if any. 

( ) To moderate the questions so as to give 
ample opportunities to candidates of vary¬ 
ing abilities. 

(d) To ensure proper coverage of course con¬ 
tents and indicate weightage|marks for each 
question of part | parts thereof, time pres¬ 
cribed and to correct errors, if any. 


(3) Members of the Moderation Board, other than 
the teachers of the University, shall bt paid such 
remuneration as may be prescribed by the Board of 
Management from time to time. 

(B) Moderation Board for Moderating Results 

(11 There shall be a Moderation Board for Moder¬ 
ating Results constituted as under for a term of two 
years : 

(i) Pro Vice-Chancellor —Chairman 

Incharge of SRE Division 

(ii) Director(s) of concerned school(s). 

(iii) Director (SR&E). 

(2) The functions of the Moderation Board shall 
be as under : 

(i) The Board shall scrutinise the statistics of re¬ 
sults prepared byhhe SR&E Division and 
moderate the same, if need be, before dec¬ 
laration! publication of results. 

(ii) The Board shall bring to the notice of the 

Vice-Chancellor lapse or omission on the 
part of paper setter and|or the examiners, if 
any, and suggest steps to rectify the same. 

(iii) As a matter of policy the candidates having 
shortage of upto 2 per cent marks to pass a 
course shall be given grace in the course 
concerned provided by so doing they pass 
the examination. 

(iv) No grace shall be awarded after declaration! 
publication of results. 

(v) In the programmes where letter grading 
system in evaluation of student's performance 
has been adopted, grace mark upto 0.05 
point grade in a five point scale shall be given 
in the score of term-end examination to en¬ 
able the candidate to pass the examination. 

(vi) The recommendations of the Moderation 
Board shall be placed before the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor for apprbval before declarationipubli- 
cation of the term-end examination results. 

The amendment will be affective from the date of 
approval of the Board of Management i.e. 27-9-1997.
